Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terns of other buildings 
within the community- 

This Greek Revival, 1 1/2-story, 3 x 2-bay, gable-end, side-entry dwelling 
with lateral wing is a common house form in Eastham and represents a middle 
level among its type with regard to detail. In this case, the side ell is 
recessed from the plane of the facade on the main block, the less-common, 
local version of the form* The corner here is filled by a full-width, hipped- 
roof enclosed porch with closed rail and lattice-like base. Unlike the 
simplest versions, the facade boasts clapboards while shingles are utilized on 
other elevations. The enclosed rail on the porch is faced with shiplap 
siding. 

More modest than the adjacent captain's house, detailing is still above- 
average with wide, end boards, boxed, molded cornice with return and narrow, 
plain frieze. The entry of 4-panel wooden door is enhanced by full side 
lights and pilasters supporting an entablature. Fenestration consists of 6/6, 
doil^le--liili^ saiMh wittai cap mold trim. Interior chimneys are located on the 
ridge line of both the main block and the lateral wing*

According to title research by Ruth E. Mayo on file at the Eastham Historical 
Society Archives, the original owner of this property remains unclear as she 
was unable to clarify whether it was Richard Smith or Richard Smith Jr. who 
sold a house and 1/2 acre of land with a dwelling and other buildings (Bk 90: 
Pg. 417) to James Smith in 1864. The next year, James Smith marketed 1 acre 
of land with a dwelling and other buildings to John Fenimore Walker (Bk. 90: 
Pg. 331). John Fenimore Walker was a farmer. He was the father of Captain 
JjDbott Walker, (see 315 State Highway, Form No. 4), keeper of Nauset Life 
Sfaving Station from 1905 to 1926. John F. Walker added to the holding, buying 
additional land from George Smith in 1880 and from Lewis H. Collins in 1910 
(Bk 300: Pg. 268) • 

In 1924, Abbott Walker and Celia Crosby, heirs of John Walker, sold 3 acres of 
land and buildings to Otto Nickerson (Bk'^*9?3': Pg, 171) who for 30 years 
served as the first principal of the Eastham elementary school which opened 
in 1936, He continued to live here until 1986.
